of a brother-in-law , Clem Toomey, 
who lives near Yocumtown. 
Troup, wanted for the m urder of 
of Curtis D. Sowers, N orth York 
motorcycle 
policeman, 
who 
was 
shot last Tuesday n ig h t when he 
tried to serve a w a rra n t on Troup 
at his home near Bald Hill, w alk­ 
ed into his relative’'' 
fat rn 
home, 
nine miles from the m urder scene. 
“Scared To Death.-' He Says 
Toomey walked to 
Yocumtown 
and 
telephoned 
state 
police 
at 
their barracks rn H arrisburg. 
A 
detail was im m ediately dispatched 
to the Toomey 
home, 
and 
two 
hours later T roup was under a r ­ 
rest.

pine tree, while several policemen 
searched below him.

Puts $56,000 Value 
On College Degree 


Birmingham, Ala (A F )— A col­ 
lege degree is worth $o6,000 more 
than a high school diploma, accord­ 
ing to statistics gathered by Dr. 
C. B. 
Glenn, 
superintendent 
of 
Birmingham schools. 
His figures are based on the Al­ 
pha Kappa Psi fratern ity ’s survey 
on occupational incomes from all 
types of occupation anil grades of 
I education. 
The 
statistics 
were 
compiled 
I from 7,36*1 reports received by the 
1 fraternity from all states in the 
union. 
The survey was conducted 
to show whether a college educa­ 
tion actually paid in dollars and 
cents. 
"The untrained man,” Dr, Glenn 
found, "with only an elem entary 
education, goes to work at 14. 
He 
reaches a maximum income at 45, 
earning on the averages less than 


[$1,700 a year. 
His total earnings 
j from 14 to 60 are about $64,000. 
"The high school graduate goes 
to work at 18, four years later, and 
passes the maximum 
of the ele­ 
mentary trained man in IO years. 
"He rises 
steadily 
to his own 
maximum of $2,800 at 50 and then 
falls off to about his 40-year aver­ 
age. 
His earnings from 18 to 60 
total about $88,000, 
just $24,000 
more than that earned by the ele­ 
mentary trained boy. 
This 
indi­ 
cates that each of the four years 
of a high school boy’s life is worth 
$6,000 to him. 
"The college graduate goes to 
work at 22. 
By the time he Is 31 
his income equals that of his high
